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NEWS OR NOT 


Person to Person 


On the evening of April 12 Edward R. 
Murrow’s TV show Person to Person visited 
jockey Ted Atkinson at his handsome home 
on Long Island. For those who missed 
the show the questions and answers went 
something like this: 

Murrow: Ted, I imagine a jockey has 
to love horses to keep riding year after 
year. 

Atkinson: No, I don’t think that’s neces- 
sary. I have known a couple of jockeys 
who have ridden for a number of years and 
don’t have any love for the horse. 

Murrow: How did you happen to be 
attracted to racing? 

Atkinson: Mostly, it was that I didn’t 
like city life. Racing was about the easiest 
avenue to getting out into the country. 


Murrow: What do you do to keep in 
shape? 
Atkinson: Riding keeps me in shape. 


As for weight, I don't have any trouble if 
I just eat one full meal each day. 

The early questions had taken place 
in the Atkinsons’ living room, After 
Murrow noticed that there didn’t seem to 
be many racing mementoes around, Ted 
led the cameras to his library, where he 
displayed the George Woolf Memorial 
statue and other trophies. Noting the 
well-filled bookshelves. Murrow asked if 
there were many books on racing. “Oh. 
yes.” Atkinson replied, “but I like to read 
other things, too.” Atkinson’s current 
favorite: “Winston Churchill’s History of 
the English Speaking Peoples. 1 just 
finished the second volume, and am look- 
ing forward to the third. It’s a fascinat- 
ing series.” 


Atkinson and his wife Martha then head- 
ed for the stables. Ted explained that he 
operated a small farm—22 acres—for 
horses recovering from injuries and for 
horses which needed a rest. The show 
concluded with 2 more questions on 
riding. 

Murrow: You ride a great many horses 
and many of them you see for the first 
time only a few minutes before the race. 
What runs through your mind the first 
time you are up on a strange horse? 

Atkinson: You wonder what's running 
through his mind. But there are always 
10 minutes on the way to the post, and 


the trainer usually tells you something 
about him. 

Murrow: What don’t you like about 
racing? 


Atkinson: The hardest thing to get used 
to is the abuse of the crowds. On the 
other hand you don’t get any abuse until 
you've had some success.

FLORIDA 
After the Derby Spots 


Miami. When Barbizon got up in the 
final jump to knock Clifford Lussky’s 
Federal Hill out of first money in the 
Garden State Stakes last year, the veteran 
trainer Milton Rieser took the defeat in 
stride. “I didn’t feel too bad.” Rieser said 
the other morning at Gulfstream Park. 
“Heck, second money was around 60-70 
thousand. That wasn’t hard to take.” 


Milt, who has been training horses for 
50 years. rates Federal Hill one of the 
2 best runners he has had. “I had Seven 
Hearts back around the middle °30s and 
he was about as good as Federal Hill. But 
the money wasn’t around then.” 

It was Rieser’s misfortune to come up 
with a fine colt like Federal Hill in the 
same year with Gen. Duke and Bold 
Ruler. A speed horse, Federal Hill has 
been unable to cope with the early speed 
of Bold Ruler and the stretch run of Gen. 
Duke. 

As a 2-year-old Federal Hill (Cosmic 
Bomb—Ariel Beauty, by Ariel) was out 
of the money only once in 13 starts, and 
won $155,202. His 3-year-old campaign 
has been a rough one. His first 1957 start 
was in the Hibiscus Stakes at Hialeah and 
he finished fifth — a short horse that day. 
In the Bahamas he tried to run with Bold 
Ruler and couldn’t manage it, finishing 
third as Gen. Duke rallied for the place. 

Then came an allowance race in which 
the colt grabbed a quarter at the break 
and unseated jockey Bill Carstens. His 
final start at Hialeah was in the Flamingo. 
He was head-and-head with Bold Ruler 
“ 6 furlongs in 1:1025. then finished 
ith. 

Rieser finally got away from Bold Ruler 
and Gen. Duke by shipping to Fair 
Grounds for the Louisiana Derby. There 
Was no one to press him that day and 
he won by 114 lengths. 

Rieser shipped back to Gulfstream, won 
a 6-furlong allowance race. then went back 
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against Bold Ruler and Gen. Duke in the 
Florida Derby. It was the same old story. 
He led for a mile, with Bold Ruler at his 
throat, and finished fifth. 


Still Looking for a Track 


Rieser believes Federal Hill can beat 
Bold Ruler and Gen. Duke, but only 
under special circumstances. “At a flat 
mile, like in the Arlington Classic, my 
horse will give those 2 plenty of trouble. 
And if he ever catches a sloppy track, he 
can beat anybody. He loves the slop — 
not a heavy, sticking track — but a sloppy 
strip with a good bottom. You know, this 
colt has run 20 times since I broke him. 
and he ain’t yet caught his kind of track.” 

Rieser shipped out of Gulfstream for 
Kentucky a week ago, after finishing sec- 
ond in the Biscayne Bay Handicap. Fed- 
eral Hill will run in the Kentucky Derby, 
but the trainer isn’t going to spend the 
year trying to beat Bold Ruler and Gen. 
Duke. 

“If nobody makes my colt run in 1:10 
and 1:34, he can win,” Rieser said. “I'd 
be silly to keep running against those 
other 2. After the Derby I’m going to 
start picking spots. There are so many 
big races around Bold Ruler and Gen. 
Duke can’t possibly run in all of them. 
When you shove that pair out of the way 
my colt’s as good as any.

“T just wish Federal Hill had been in 
the Swift Stakes. The way the track come 
up. my colt couldn’t have lost, nohow.” 

Rieser paused, grinned. “ ‘Course I 
didn’t see no way the colt could have fin- 
ished last in the Florida Derby, either, 
and he did. He led for a mile but he fell 
apart when the boy rapped him. He don’t 
like to be hit, and he’s got to be hard held. 
You hit him and let him drop his head, 
and he'll stop.” 

Rieser works most of the year with his 
son, Stanley, and rejoined him in Ken- 
tucky last week. The younger Rieser had 
a successful winter at Fair Grounds, and 
eventually will take over the training of 
his father’s horses. 


Just Watch Him in the Classic 


Federal Hill is not a big colt, but Milt 
Rieser calls him “the nicest horse that 
ever ran— easy-going, not a’scared of 
nothing. I could run him through the 
grandstand and it wouldn’t feaze him. 
He hasn’t got a single bad habit. Won- 
derful doer. He’d eat 12 quarts a day if 
I let him. He sure hates to have a horse 
come up behind him. That’s when he 
really runs. 

“Just watch him going a flat mile in 
the Classic. I don’t care who runs against 
him that day, mud or no. They'll have 
their hands full.” 

In the Biscayne Bay Handicap at Gulf- 
stream, however. Federal Hill had to go a 
sixteenth more than a mile and it proved 
his undoing once more. The 7-20 favorite, 
Federal Hill broke on the lead with True 
Verdict and they went head-and-head for 
7 furlongs. Turning for home, Federal 
Hill put away True Verdict but apprentice 
rider Harrel Bolin sent La Verite through 
on the rail. Federal Hill maintained his 
lead for a mile—as usual —but gave 
way to the low-weighted La Verite in the 
final 70 yards to finish second, beaten 114 
lengths. We Trust was third while True 
Verdict faded to seventh in the 9-horse 
field. 

The winner, a 3-year-old filly by Roman 
Bout—Miss Piety, by *Bull Dog, ran the 
distance in 1:44 and paid $55.40. In 13 
previous starts La Verite had won only 
twice, and against mediocre opposition. 
She ran for a $7,500 claiming price last 
October 4 at Belmont. 

Owner Lussky and trainer Rieser won 
no Florida stakes with Federal Hill this

winter, but with his half-sister Casting 
they took the Gulfstream Singing Tower 
Stakes. Rieser says she is “the fastest 
filly I ever saw. . . . She’s going to be a 
real good one.” 


Bolero U., Big and Brilliant 


A few brave handicappers in the press 
box at Gulfstream Park already have 
picked their winner for the 1958 Ken- 
tucky Derby —a big Bolero colt named 
Bolero U. The way he won the Juvenile 
Stakes at Gulfstream Park April 9 was 
responsible for the boys losing their heads. 


The colt just galloped to a 5-length 
victory, running 414 furlongs in :5144, 
three-fifths faster than the track record 
and equaling the world record. Jockey 
John Choquette, who had returned from 
New York for this ride, looked back at 
the quarter-pole and later in the stretch 
without seeing anything that required him 
to urge his mount. 

It was Bolero U.’s third victory in 6 
starts, with one second, one third, and a 
fifth. His worst race was his first, at 
Hialeah on January 17. He won his second 
start, was third in the Hialeah Juvenile 
Stakes. The fourth was possibly the most 
impressive of all. He stumbled coming out 
of the gate and was 12th after a few 
strides. He still managed to get up for a 
comfortable victory over Kathy Sullivan. 
It was a remarkable effort at the 3-furlong 
distance. In his last race preceding the 
Juvenile, Bolero U. broke badly and was 
beaten by Navy Gem, but finished fast. 

Bolero U. is trained by Bill Mitchell, a 
former dog trainer. Mitchell got the win- 
ning habit with a pup named Rural Rube, 
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taking the All-Florida Derby 4 times in a 
row. When Bud Carroll, who owned the 
stable of dogs, turned to horse racing, 
Mitchell went along. 

Mitchell became a licensed horse train- 
er in 1946 and promptly won the first 
Gulfstream Handicap with Do-Reigh-Mi. 
“He was just a mediocre claiming horse 
that run a big race that day,” Mitchell re- 
called. “Wasn’t too much horse, actually. 
Bolero U. is far and away the best horse 
I've handled.” 


Agrarian U’s Successor 


Bolero U. was bred by Clarence Hart- 
wick and put up for sale at Keeneland 
last fall. “Hartwick bid him back and 
then sold him in private to the Old Man 
(owner J. L. McKnight),” Mitchell said. 
“McKnight paid $10.000 for him, and the 
next morning he was offered $12.000. 

“How'd he happen to buy him? Well. 
he likes Boleros, and he knew Hartwick 
pretty well. He talked to Hartwick quite 
a bit and got to looking at the colt. The 
more he looked, the better he liked him. 

“McKnight deserves most of the credit. 
He broke the horse at his farm at Tryon, 
N. C., on a half-mile track that’s got rocks 
on it big as your head. The colt bucked 
his shins on the farm, but we’ve had no 
trouble at all since he’s come to the 
races. That half-mile track at Tryon ex- 
plains why he handled the turns so well 
first time he tried ’em here.” 

McKnight turned the colt over to 
Mitchell early in January. “I knew the 
first time I worked him we had a real 
runner,” he said. “The Old Man knew 
it long before that. He’s never had a 


real top horse. all the years he’s been in 
the game. It'll be wonderful if this one 
turns out good as he looks right now. 

“McKnight quit 2 years ago, you know: 
sold all his horses. He couldn’t stay away, 
though. One year off the track was all 
he could stand. I’ve been with him 4 
years; he’s a fine man to work for.” 

Bolero U. got his name, in a way, from 
Agrarian U. the game campaigner which 
raced for McKnight for 10 years. 

“Nobody knows why Mr. McKnight put 
a U after Agrarian,” Mitchell said. “But 
when he put the U after Bolero everybody 
figured he iad another colt that could 
really go.” 


$60,000? No, Thank You 


Bolero U. has broken about sixth in most 
of his races, and finished well. Mitchell 
feels certain the colt will be able to go a 
distance. 

“No question about 6 furlongs, and I 
believe the farther he has to go the better 
off he'll be. I guess it’s too soon to say 
he’ll go a mile and an eighth and farther, 
but it sure looks to me like he'll manage 
it when the time comes. 

“We were offered $60,000 for him a 
little while before he won the Juvenile. We 
can’t put any price on him now.” 

Bolero U. is a good 16 hands, and grow- 
ing. He is perfectly sound, Mitchell says, 
and easy to handle. “He gallops by him- 
self, never needs a stable pony.” The coli 
has an exceptionally long stride—“just 
bounces along like he’s on a springboard.” 
Rider Choquette, who rode Needles to 
victory in the Juvenile Stakes 2 years ago, 
said that Bolero U. was a better prospect 
at this stage of his development than 
Needles. “He shows more speed,” said 
Choquette. The big question is how far 
will he carry it? 

The colt will remain at Gulfstream for a 
week Mitchell said, and then ship to New 
York for the Youthful Stakes May 1. 
After that engagement Mitchell _ will 
transfer him to New Jersey. ART GRACE 


KENTUCKY 
Chill Winds, Good Racing 


Despite chill winds and rain, racing at 
Keeneland got off to a good start. For 
the first 4 days of the meeting — Thurs- 
day, April 11, through Tuesday, April 16 
—total attendance was 31.017 and the 
total pari-mutuel handle was $1,609,227. 
In the first 4 days of last spring’s meeting, 
under more favorable weather conditions, 
the attendance was 32,335 and the betting 
$1,538,543. 


Calumet Farm was loaded with talent 
— Gen. Duke, Iron Liege, and Barbizon 
in the 3-year-old division and Bardstown 
and Fabius in the handicap division — but 
trainer H. A. (Jimmy) Jones had no 
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great hopes for the fillies. He tried one 
the first day at Keeneland. the 3-year-old 
Rosewood, by Bull Lea—Easy Lass, by 
*Blenheim II; she finished unplaced to 
Cain Hoy Stable’s Nile Lily, undefeated 
in 2 starts. 

Rosewood didn’t start last year, and 
Jones expects little from her until she 
gains experience. “She was timid around 
other horses, so we haven’t been able to 
do much with her,” he said. “We've had 
to keep her away from the others; she’s 
still a little stupid.” 

One of the biggest horses on the 
grounds was Calumet’s strapping 3-year- 
old Crossland, a brother to Mark-Ye-Well. 
Crossland stands 16:3 and weighs about 
1.100 pounds. The trainer thought the 
colt would be “quite useful” after learn- 
ing how to handle himself. 

Barbizon’s future? 

“He coughed in Florida, and got a sore 
throat and ran a temperature after we 
came into Kentucky. No Derby, but after 
that there’s the Preakness and Belmont 
and American Derby; so we'll have plenty 
of chances later.” 


One of the prominent colts at last 
spring’s meeting was Reaping Right. third 
in the Blue Grass Stakes. He hurt himseli 
in Louisville while training for the Ken- 
tucky Derby, was returned to Duntreath 
Farm, Lexington, for repairs. Trainer Y. 
R. (Tennessee) Wright said he would 
add the colt to his stable roster in 2 or 3 
weeks. “He rapped his left tendon at 
Louisville so we had to take him out.” 

Wright said Reaping Right wasn’t near- 
ly as good as Shan Pac, the colt with 
which he intends to seek this year’s Ken- 
tucky Derby. “He’s the best horse I’ve 
ever had.” 


Allie E. Reuben reported that 2 of the 
best race mares in the Hasty House stable 
had been taken out of training. Queen 
Hopeful, which wrenched an ankle in 


Florida, will be bred to Oil Capitol, and 
Alspal, which chipped a sesamoid, will 
be bred to Hasty Road. 

Star Rover’s first race since his third to 
Find in the Narragansett Special on No- 
vember 14 was in the Phoenix Handicap, 
in which he ran fourth, beaten about 214 
lengths by Claiborne Farm’s Bandit, the 
only 3-year-old in the race. A calcium de- 
posit on one of the colt’s knees had been 
removed by surgery. 


Dark Star’s second 2-year-old winner 
came on the first day at Keeneland when 
Carrie Louise won her first start. Carrie 
Louise was bred by Mereworth Farm, 
which sold her to Paul Shawhan for $2.500 
a! the 1956 Keeneland summer sales. She 
is the first foal of Cheboygan, winner of 
the 1951 San Gabriel Valley Stakes. 


OHIO 
26 Die in Fire 


Twenty-six horses were killed in a fire 
April 3 at Fort Miami, near Toledo. Ralph 
Parachek, president of the track, estimated 
the loss of the barn at $10,000, and horse- 
men appraised the value of the horses at 
nearly $100,000. 

A motorist discovered the fire during 
the early morning hours. Stable employees 
started a bucket brigade while others 
tried to lead out the horses. As fast as 
horses were led out of the fire they 
reared in panic and ran back inside. 


The dead horses were Great Gun, 
Market Miss, Fortnight and Apache Lady, 
all owned by W. J. Tufts; Suspenders, Just 
Mamie and Blue Quail, owned by J. Braun- 
stein; Slam Slam, Pris. French Rocket and

Kee War, owned by Victor Vadalamenti; 
Frantasque, Wanna Start and Lary Altmer, 
owned by A. Frankina; Muzz Duzz. Flying 


Even and Thundergust, owned by Frank 
Guciardo; Elective and Muharram, owned 
by R. W. Anderson; Buzzards Bay and 
Count Coin, owned by L. Dambianchi; 
Gene Blen and Desert Witch, owned by 
Mrs. Gene Stanley; Structure and Mrs.

NEW YORK 


From Inaction to Jet Action 


New York. With the close of racing 
in New York last November 15 nearly all 
horses shipped to other parts of the nation 
as rapidly as possible. In 2 weeks 112 
barns were empty. Only at Belmont Park 
was there any activity. There a hardy 
flock of some 35 head huddled against the 
4 months of winter. The rest of the shed 
rows looked like Main Street during an 
air raid. 

The quiet lasted until early January 
when fresh signs of life were noticed at 
the offices of the Greater New York 
Association, about 14 miles west of the 
barns, where stall applications for the 
1957 season were mailed out. Five days 
later a mailman brought in the first 
application, that of trainer Jack Lawrence. 
The tide began to come in again. 


By the February 15 deadline the applica- 
tions stacked a foot high. The thankless 
job of sifting and sorting now began. The 
stabling committee had approximately 2,- 
800 stalls to work with, counting Belmont, 
Jamaica, and Aqueduct. About 10 per 
cent of these had to be set aside for tack 
rooms and 8 percent for stable ponies. The 
rest could be counted on for the actual 
runners. 

To get the best racing there had to be 
room for the best horses. On the other 
hand the committee couldn’t exclude those 
which answer the call for a rainy day 
card or run when they know they are not

By the first of March horsemen were 
advised of the number of stalls which had 
been allotted them. Certain horses would 
have to be eliminated. Strings topheavy 
with 2-year-olds would have to cut down 
to make room for horses ready to run. 
Most horsemen understood and went along. 

When all have arrived in New York— 
the process will not be complete until 
some time in early May—there will be 
about 2.100 Thoroughbreds on the grounds. 
The other stalls, the breakage left over 
after putting the larger stables together. 
are split up 1, 2, or 3 to a barn, and are 
not much use to anything but a one or 2- 
horse operation. 

Trainers began to arrive in increasing 
numbers in March. The training track at 
Belmont Park was open and after a winter 
sifting was in excellent shape. Jamaica 


An even balance 


was ready soon after, and so was Aque- 
duct. The main track at Belmont was 
ready with the opening of the Jamaica 
season. 

The last previous residence of the horses 
running at Jamaica was like a_ travel 
catalogue. The first 2 days saw winners 
from Florida, California, Bowie, Aiken, 
and Columbia, as well as a pair which had 
spent the cold months on northern farms. 
Horses from New Orleans and Hot Springs 
appeared on later cards, and then the 
meeting began to take shape. “Track” 
horses became evident; the meeting had 
only gone 5 days when Townson Town 
became the first repeater. 

There couldn’t be any repeaters on open- 
ing day. so Maine Chance Farm's Jet 
Action was accorded almost as good a 
chance as any to take the Paumonok 
Handicap. ‘The last time he had appeared 
at Jamaica was almost a year ago. when

OBITUARY 


E. P. Shields 


Edward Patrick Shields. associated with 
the Fasig-Tipton Company all his adult 
life. died on the morning of April 16 at 
the Lennox Hill Hospital in New York, 
a victim of cancer which remained un- 
diagnosed until there was no hope of 
recovery. Mr. Shields was 48 years old, 
and had been with the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany for 32 years, first as office assistant 
to the late E. J. Tranter, president of the 
sales organization. He had held the title 
of assistant secretary since the company 
was reorganized in 1953. He was never 
married. 


Walter S. Payne 


Walter S. Payne. who died at the age of 
85 on April 14 at his Lexington residence, 
was a descendant of a pioneer central 
Kentucky family which owned large tracts 
of land in the horse-breeding area centered 
around Lexington. Until he sold his own 
farm to Calumet Farm in the 1930’s he 
operated a small stud and kept boarders 
for a few clients, including “Chicago” 
O’Brien, whose fame as an exceptionally 
heavy show bettor tended to obscure his 
successes as a breeder and owner. 

Early in the century Mr. Payne had the 
good speed sire *Marta Santa at his 
Mapleton Stock Farm, and later he had 
Westy Hogan, among others. Best of the 
horses bred in his own name were Pluribus 
(1918, Pluvious—Sylvita, by Electioneer) 
and Perkins (1926, Westy Hogan—Dress | 
Up, by Uncle). For 20-odd years he raced 
a few horses. the best of which was the 
Ladysman gelding Some Man, a good 
winner in the early 1940's. 

After selling his land to Calumet Farm, 
Mr. Payne bought another place a few 
miles away in the Fort Springs area, and 
transferred to it the name of Mapleton 
Farm. He sold that farm to Joe Houston 
about 8 years ago and retired. Mr. Payne 
was never married. He had many relatives, 
but the only survivor in the immediate 
family was his sister, Mrs. Peter C. 
Brashear, of New York. 
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For a sta rt Almahurst stallions have sent out some mighty sharp

Mister Jive in his first season of racing won 6 
of 10 races, including the Summer (at Fort Erie), 
Cowdin, and a division of the Youthful Stakes 
at Randall Park before bucking his shins in the 
Garden State Trial. In 4 races this year before the 
Gotham his best showing was a second in_ the 
Governor's Gold Cup at Bowie. 

Hedley Woodhouse held Mister Jive well off the 
lead through the first half-mile while the Swift 
Stakes winner King Hairan set the pace. When 
Moon Crazy went to the front in the backstretch, 
Mister Jive began moving forward. He got the 
lead inside the last furlong, where Moon Crazy 
fell back rapidly, and won easily from Promised 
Land.

At the 1946 Newmarket September sales G. 
Frampton bought the yearling *Careless Nora for 
850 guineas ($4,284). At 2 she won the Princess 
Mary Nursery Handicap and 2 other races and was 
given 122 pounds in the English Free Handicap. 
(Equal to her in the handicap was Weighbridge, 
dam of *Four Fathoms). At 3 she won the Queen 
Elizabeth (132 pounds), Arlington Sprint, Eager, 
and Nunthorpe Stakes, and was felt to be the best 
sprinter in England. Her only defeat that year 
was in the King’s Stand Stakes. 

In May, 1953, A. B. Hancock Jr. bought her 
privately from Frampton. She had a colt by 
Rising Light at her side and was in foal to Fair 
Trial. Brought to the U. S. later that year, she 
dropped Bandit at Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky., on 
February 3, 1954. 

Last year Bandit won 2 of his 3 races and was 
given 106 pounds in the Experimental Free Handi- 
cap. A series of ailments accounted for the paucity 
of past performances. In his last race of 1956 
he bucked his shins. Shortly thereafter he 
developed bursitis in a shoulder, and each vigorous 
workout left him stiff. His ankles gave further 
trouble—and he was fired for a splint. For the 
Phoenix Handicap he carried top weight by the 
seale, conceding 3 pounds to the favored Star Rover, 
which himself had been. out of training last winter 
for treatment of a knee in which a calcium deposit 
had developed. 

Bandit made the pace. shook off Tommy’s Jet 
and Star Rover at the eighth-pole, then withstood 
challenges from Sea O Erin (winner of the 1955 
and 1956 renewals) and Burnburgoo to win by 
three-quarters of a length in 1:0936. 

Bandit is the sixth stakes winner in the U. S. 
for Fair Trial, which led the sire list in England 
in 1950. His other stakes winners here were 
*Mafosta. *Civil Code, *Fairaris, *Fair Truckle, 
and *Jury Box. Barren this year, *Careless Nora 
will be bred to Mark-Ye-Well.

Apparently headed toward its best year. 
the Calumet Farm of Mrs. Gene Markey 
shipped out of Florida the first week in 
April with a record of 23 winning races 
and earnings of $534,745 since January 1. 

The 23 victories included 10 stakes 
races. Place and show money was earned 
in 10 other stakes. With 9 months of 
racing ahead, the stable seemed certain 
to reach the million-dollar mark for the 
sixth time. 

Shortly after the first of the year Mrs. 
Margaret Glass, Calumet Farm office man- 
ager, sent The Blood-Horse a breakdown 
of the stable’s operations for 1956, when 
earnings reached $1,057,383.50. For the 
fifth time Calumet had won over $1,000.- 
000, and for the ninth time the farm had 
led the list of winning owners. 

Since Calumet began racing Thorough- 
breds in 1932, the stable had won 1,498 
races, of which 352 (25.2 per cent) were 
under stakes conditions. Total earnings 
over the 25 years were $12,610,729.83. 

At the beginning of the 1956 season 
Calumet Farm had 53 horses on the stable 
register, and at the end of the season it 
had 39. Nine were sold, 2 retired, 2 died, 
and 1 was claimed. 

During the year 36 horses started, and 
all but 3 2-year-olds earned money. The 
36 starters went to the post 298 times, 
winning 71 races. The stable won 17 of 
79 stakes races in which it competed. 
Earnings in stakes were $821,173.50—78 
per cent of the total. Earnings by age

During 1956 4 horses boosted their earn- 
ings over $100.000, giving Calumet a total 
of 36 such winners. So far in 1957 4 
others have been added to the list, raising 
the total of 40. (Second to Calumet in 
this category is the late Col. E. R. 
Bradley’s Idle Hour Stock Farm, which 
bred 18 winners of $100,000 before its 
dispersal 11 years ago.) The $100,000 
winners are indicated below in a list of 
stakes winners. 

The 12 older horses won the most races 
in 1956, taking 32 of 126 starts and aver- 
aging 101% starts each. The 10 3-year-olds 
made 126 starts and won 29 races. The 
14 2-year-olds won 4 of 46 races and 
started an average of 3.3 times each. 
Iron Liege was the most heavily raced 2- 
year-old. starting 8 times, and Barbizon 
was next with 6. Of the remaining 12 2- 


year-olds, 11 started 3 times or less. The 
older horses and the 3-year-olds made 30 
per cent of their starts in stakes. The 2- 
year-olds ran in only 4 stakes, less than 10 
per cent. 

Seven horses won stakes for the first 
time—Barbizon, Bardstown, Amoret, Prin- 
cess Turia, Fabius, Beyond, and Liberty 
Sun. The additions brought the list of 
Calumet-bred stakes winners to 90. (Gen. 
Duke this year raised the total to 91.)

The Rank-and-File "Tyrant" 
Detroit. Michigan has had all kinds 


of racing commissioners, but never one 
like James Hughes Inglis. 

Even his friends agree that he is prob- 
ably the most controversial figure in 
Michigan sports. But. as Wilbur DeYoung. 
the commissioner’s legal adviser, says, 
“Show me a public official who is contro- 
versial and I'll show you a man who's 
doing his job.” 

No other man has held the racing job 
in Michigan longer than Inglis. and no 
other commissioner has been involved in 
more law suits and rhubarbs. 

Such troubles are nothing new to Inglis. 

When he was a student editor at the 
University of Michigan, he was fired from 
the campus newspaper for criticizing uni- 
versity officials. Later, as housing direc- 
tor of Detroit. he had stormy disagree- 
ments with the mayor and finally resigned. 

So racing men should have had some 
idea of what to expect when. in December. 
1952. Gov. G. Mennen Williams picked 
the young Detroit newspaperman as his 
next racing commissioner. 

“IT have been looking.” the governor 
announced, “for a man of high integrity, 
rather than cne who has had experience 
in the racing business.” 

Officials of all tracks welcomed the 
appointment. 

Inglis may have been a stranger to 
horse racing, but he was no stranger to 
Detroit. As a native son and newspaper 
reporter, he was well known, especially in 
political and governmental circles. 


There were many then who agreed with 
Governor Williams. George Haggarty, 
then vice president of the Michigan Racing 
Association, said, “An excellent appoint- 
ment. . . . We feel fortunate.” James 
Bellanca, vice president of the Hazel Park 
Racing Association, said, “Just the type 
needed for the position. . . . Now we can 
go on with cur planning for next season 
with the utmost confidence.” 

The same men later lambasted the com- 
missioner as “arbitrary. whimsical, and 
capricious.” 

From the first battle over “undesirable” 
stockholders at Hazel Park to the latest 
squabbles over Thoroughbred post time 
and harness dates, Inglis’ regime has been 
marked by violent prejudices on all sides. 
Yet, horse racing has thrived as never 
before. 

The man who controls the destinies of 
this sport in Michigan was born in Detroit 
on January 23, 1910. His father was the 
late James Inglis, manufacturer and chair- 
man of the board of the National Bank, the 
city's largest bank. 


As the only son of a wealthy family, 
young Jim had fine educational opportuni- 
ties. He grew up in Ann Arbor. home of 
the University of Michigan, and went to 
Andover Academy in Massachusetts be- 
fore returning to attend the university. On 
the face of it. he was just another rich 
man’s son, but Inglis never traded on that 
fact. After his graduation from Michigan 
in 1933 he jeined the Detroit Times to 
learn the newspaper business and in 1935 
went to Lansing as a member of the 
paper's staff at the state capital.

Four years later he returned to Detroit 
to cover city hall. Except for stretches in 
the Army during World War II and in 
Government housing after the war, news- 
paper work was Inglis’ life until he became 
racing commissioner. A charter member 
of the American Newspaper Guild, he 
used to boast. “I’m a rank-and-file guy.” 
Which partly explains why he rushed to 
the Army recruiting office the morning 
after Pearl Harbor. He served in the field 
artillery in Europe. 

Inglis took everything seriously. Once, 
after his discharge from the service. he 
stood with a group of city hall reporters 
watching a parade. “Look!” Inglis cried 
out suddenly. pointing a dramatic finger at 
a belching chimney in the distance. “A 
clear violation of the smoke ordinance!” 

One day in the winter of 1948 the mayor 
called the young journalist into his office. 
Reca!ting the articles Inglis had written 


about the city’s plan to build homes from 
salvaged lumber. the mayor said, “Jim, | 
know your interest in public housing. 
How would you like to be city housing 
director? You don't have to say yes or no 
right now. Think it over.” 

Inglis pondered the offer as long as it 
took a city bus to get him home, the next 
day accepted the $12.000-a-year appoint- 
ment. As director and secretary of the 
Detroit Housing Commission, he had a 
municipal auto placed at his disposal. He 
assigned it to the architectural division of 
the commission and continued to ride 
buses. He still does whenever possible. 

Although he and his sister are heirs to a 
fortune. the commissioner lives within his 
modest salary, which has grown now to 
$7.500. Together with his wife. 3 children, 
and a Hungarian girl refugee, he lives 
unpretentiously in an old neighborhood. 

When he accepted the position as rac- 
ing commissioner, he seriously considered 
keeping his newspaper job. Later, when 
the state legislators decided to raise Inglis’ 
salary at the expense of his deputy. he 
refused to take the full raise but split the 
difference so the deputy wouldn’t have to 
take a cut. 

It was in this same spirit that the com. 
missioner and his wife took in the Hungar- 
ian teenager. Although Mrs. Inglis suffers 
from arthritis, she is an active political 
worker, 

The zeal with which Inglis approaches 
his job leaves little time for hobbies and 
sports. 

“He loves the idea of tackling a new 
job.” his wife Dorothy says. “It’s a chal- 
lenge. That’s why he took the housing job 
and then the racing job.” 

Inglis admitted that he had gone to 
the races only once or twice a year before 
his appointment. 

The first thing he did after his appoint- 
ment was start to reading books on horse 
racing. | Ride to Win was his introduction 
to Turf literature. He went to his news- 
paper’s clipping file on horse racing. He 
studied the Michigan Racing Act. He 
waded through the racing commission files. 
but found them jumbled and incomplete. 
He talked with a lot of people, but few of 
them were racing officials. 

From his reading Inglis found enough. 
he thought, to hold up the 1953 racing 
dates at Hazel Park on the grounds that 
there were “undesirable” stockholders. 
Concerning the tracks’ criticism of him, 
Inglis said, “Their idea of a good com 
missioner is one who doesn’t do anything, 
a man who gives them anything they ask 
for. If track operators are given 4 
completely free hand, the racing program 
can cause a bad reaction on the part of 
the public. My job is to keep racing oul 
of ill repute.” 

To do that job Inglis compiled detailed 
annual reports, sought key racing officials 


from The Jockey Club, held more hear 
The Blood-Hors 
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ings. and revised outmoded racing rules. 
He still is trying to bring the State Racing 
Act up to date and reinforce the powers 
of the commissioner. 

Under the law Michigan’s one-man rac- 
ing commissioner is all-powerful. Nowhere 
in the United States does one man have 
the authority over horse racing that he 
does: “Full power to prescribe rules. 
regulations and conditions under which all 
horse racing shall be conducted within 
the State of Michigan.” 

Inglis takes the law literally. He has 
tried to set such things as the price of 
coffee and the post time. 

Hazel Park took Inglis to court and 
whipped him. When he tried to curtail 
its racing dates later, Hazel Park appeal- 
ed to the State Supreme Court and won 
again. 

Governor Williams sympathized with 
Inglis. “He’s trying to do the right thing 
in the wrong way.” 

Without consulting Hazel Park. the com- 
missioner propesed to hold all Thorough- 
bred racing at the MRA and convert Hazel 
Park completely to trotters. He tried to 
revive the “undesirable” stockholder issue, 
but the state attorney-general admonished 
him to abide by the court decision. 

“Tyranny ... piecemeal disenfranchise- 
ment . . . secretly plotting the ruin of 
Hazel Park ... not happy unless he keeps 
racing in a constant turmoil . . . little 


regard for the sanctity of contracts!” So 


cried Hazel Park officials. When it was 
the MRA’s turn to have its dates cut, 
Haggarty stormed, “Arbitrary and capri- 
cious.” but didn’t sue, because the com- 
mission restored 2 of the 4 “lost” days. 

Even judges joined in the attack. Com- 
menting on Inglis’ handling of a harness 
suspension, a local circuit judge charged 
that the commissioner had deprived a 
trainer of his constitutional rights. 

An Ohio judge, referring to the same 
incident, said: “A man has been tried. 
convicted, found guilty, and suspended for 
one year without any charge being made. 
The Michigan commissioner apparently has 
had a rather novel approach to this thing. 
If the law is burdensome, he seems to say. 
we just shove it to one side and do it a 
better way. Frankly, that doesn’t ride too 
well when you get in court.” 

Mark Leach, prominent Thoroughbred 
breeder, was turned down on his bid for 
running races at the Northville harness 
track, went to court, and lost. There were 
arguments between Inglis and state legisla- 
tors over passes, drawn-out hearings on 
new track applications, demands for more 
dates. and so on. 

When it was pointed out that the tracks. 
horsemen, and fans all liked a late post 
time, Inglis replied, “The test is not 
whether an earlier post time is popular, 
but whether it is good for racing.” 

When the MRA proposed to sell the 
Detroit Race Course to Boys, Inc., as a 


charity operation, rival tracks, church 
groups, and legislators all joined in attack- 
ing the move. Inglis said, “I enthusiastic- 
ally approve the objectives of the plan.” 

The constant changes in racing dates— 
both harness and Thoroughbred—have left 
track offiicals resigned to their uncertain 
fate. 

At a recent harness horsemen’s meeting _ 
Don MacFarlane, attorney for Castleton 
Farm, told the gathering. “I see the com- 
missioner has the harness season beginning 
in April. Next year I’m going to order 
earmuffs, because he'll probably have us 
running in January.” Inglis’ face turned 
deepening shades of red, but he said 
nothing. 

On the other hand, horsemen generally 
like Inglis. They have always found him 
responsive to their wishes, and it is one of 
the commissioner's proudest boasts that he 
is the first honorary member of the HBPA 
in Michigan. 

Race track officials would be more in- 
clined to accept the jibe of Mike Barry. 
waspish editor of the Kentucky Trish- 
American, who recommended as Christmas 
gifts for Inglis copies of Training for Fun 
and Profit, by Keene Daingerfield, and I 
Ride to Win, by Eddie Arcaro. 

“Mr. Inglis.” said Barry, “besides be- 
ing a one-man racing commission, is a 
mutuels expert, adviser to management, 
and everything else; so he might as well 
train the horses and ride them.”

AUSTRALIA 
The Old and The New 


SypNEY. In successive races at the 
Sydney Turf Club meeting at Rosehill on 
April 6. 2 of Australia’s leading horses 
won with ridiculous ease. 

The 7-year-old Redcraze (Red Mars— 
Myarion) won the weight-for-age, 9-fur- 
long Rawson Stakes. making a crack field 
look weak. Although Kingster ran well 
to finish 21 lengths behind the winner, 
Redcraze never was in danger. Kingster. 
a sprinter, is the betting favorite for the 
one-mile Doncaster. to be run at the AJC 
meeting at Randwick on April 20. 

Rederaze now has won a total of £61.- 
519, only £5,246 behind the money-winning 
record of Rising Fast. He has been 
assigned 143 pounds for the 2-mile Sydney 
Cup. to be run April 22 at Randwick but 
it is not certain whether he will run. 

The new young star of the Turf is Tod- 
man, a 2-year-old son of Star Kingdom— 
Oceana. winner of his only 4 starts. For 
his victory in the 6-furlong Golden Slipper 
Stakes at the Rosehill meeting he won 
£10.000. Todman won in 1:1145. eased 
up. The Golden Slipper is a new weight- 
for-age event. 

Jockey Neville Sellwood declared after 
the race that Todman, owned by Stanley 
Wooton, probably is the best horse he 
ever has ridden, regardless of age. 

As the field was parading before the 
Golden Slipper, a race broadcaster noted 
that Todman walked awkwardly and add- 
ed. “If you looked at him you would not 
want to back him. He is far from impres- 
sive.” 

While not disputing this view, it must 
be stressed that Todman is a remarkable 
youngster which can be ridden on a silken 
thread. He is perfectly behaved in a field. 
and as soon as he is given rein he opens 
up a big gap in a couple of strides. 
Whether he will stay cannot be said at this 
stage. 


A Matter of Blood 


Sydney trainers only now are discover- 
ing the value of information concerning 
blood counts. Local tests have shown 
that horses with low red counts do not 
perform well. 

Redcraze, for example. has been a consis- 
tent winner only since his red blood cell 
count improved. 

There is talk among owners that blood 
counts and cardiogram information should 
be supplied at the Easter yearling sales 
as additional indications of the horses’ 
potential and condition. 

A leading veterinary surgeon says that 
few horses have performed satisfactorily 


on Sydney courses with a count below 
712 million. If a poor performer is found 
to have a count below that figure the owner 
is advised to increase the count, by diet 
and management, to between 914 and 11 
million. Jack Bripces 


SOUTH AMERICA 
Tatan and His Rivals 


Rio JANERIO. Since 1955 South 
American racing has been dominated by 
3 fine runners—Adil (Epigram—Candid 
Lover. by Casanova), Manganga (Gulf 
Stream—Margarita. by Full Sail). and 
Tatan (The Yuvaraj—Valkyrie. by Dona- 
tello IT). 

The 2 older horses—Adil. owned by 
the Sao Paulo partnership of Messrs. 
Almeida Prado and Assumpcao, and the 
huge-framed Manganga. owned by Buenos 
Aires’ Aconcagua Stable—in 1955 met for 
the first time in the 1%-mile Grande 
Premio Brasil at the Gavea course. Man- 
ganga easily defeated Adil. and both were 
flown to Buenos Aires for the Gran Premio 
Carlos Pellegrini, another of the great 
series of 17% -mile internationals which 
South America stages each year. Also 
competing in the Pellegrini was the new 
star of Argentine racing. the 3-year-old 
colt Tatan. owned by Buenos Aires’ Los 
Cerros Stable. Tatan had won the Argen- 
tinian Derby. and many horsemen had 
compared him to Yatasto. However, Man- 
ganga won by 3 lengths from Tatan, which 
was a head in front of Adil. 

In 1956 the rivalry continued. In 
Uruguay’s most important race. the Gran 
Premio Jose Pedro Ramirez, Manganga 
again beat Tatan. His winning margin 


this time. however. was less than a length. 
The Uruguayan race was to be his last 
victory over the younger horse. With 
Manganga out of the Grande Premio Sao 


Paulo run at Brazil’s Cidade Jardim track 
in May. Adil beat Tatan by a length after 
a head-to-head struggle through the last 
6 furlongs. 

The 3 champions met again in the 1956 
renewal of the Grande Premio Brasil, 
which Tatan won easily, with Adil second 
and Manganga fourth. Tatan completed 
the year as the leader in South American 
racing by beating Manganga for the second 
time in the Gran Premio Carlos Pelle. 
grini. Adil, a frequent winner in Brazil, 
did not compete. 

This season Tatan firmly established his 
superiority over Manganga by defeating 
the older horse in the Grandes Premios 
Jose Pedro Ramirez and Municipal, both 
run over 3,000 meters at Montevideo’s 
Maronas course. Both finished lame, and 
although they are entered in the Grande 
Premio Sao Paulo, to be run early in May 
at the Sao Paulo track, Brazil, their 
appearance is questionable. 

A few other good horses have appeared 
on the South American racing scene, 
None of these, however, has shown the 
class of the first 3. Included in the group 
is the Brazilian colt Timao, a son of 
Swallow Tail and Nuvem, by King Salmon, 
Winner of the Sao Paulo Derby in 1955 
and of the 1956 Brazilian triple crown 
(Guineas at one mile, the Derby at 14 
miles, and the St. Leger at 1% miles), 
Timao drew up lame after Tatan’s Grande 
Premio Brasil; he was fired and given a 
long rest. Now back in training at Cidade 
Jardim. he is being prepared for a come- 
back in the Grande Premio Sao Paulo. 

Another new hope is Brazil’s Caporal, 
winner of the Sao Paulo Derby and top- 
weighted colt in the 1956 Brazilian Free 
Handicap. Caporal, owned and bred by 
the breeder »f Adil, is by the French sire 
Nyangal out of Candid Lover. He is 
expected to try for the Brazilian triple 
crown, and possibly will face Tatan. Adil, 
and Manganga, in the Grande Premio 
Brasil on August 4. The race may have 
contenders from Europe also, and its win- 
ner will be rewarded with approximately 
$50.000. The purse will have a_ gross 
value of about 5,775,000 cruzeiros or 
around $82.500 in U. S. currency.

Hyparco at Caracas 


The Premio Clasico Inauguracion at 
Caracas on April 7 resulted in a 2-length 
victory for the 3-year-old Hyparco (by the 
Hyperion horse Hypocrite out of 
Enganosa), which established a new 
record for the 2,000 meters distance. An- 
other 3-year-old, Guarenera, by Killard, 
was second, 3 lengths ahead of the 7-year 
old Maraquero. The 4-year-old Ponder 
colt Poder, which had been second ot 
third in all his recent races, was fourth 
in the field of 8 runners.

Woodlawn's Fibula 
When The Blood-Horse made its first 


report on fibular fractures in its issue of 
October 20, 1956, it was impossible to cite 
actual cases of recovery; the diagnostic 
technique had been available only since 
the publication of Dr. R. L. Lundvall’s 
article in the American Veterinary Medical 
Journal in July. Veterinarians surmised, 
on the basis of previous experience, that 
recovery had taken place in some _ in- 
stances. but in the absence of radiological 
diagnosis they could not be positive about 
the matter. 


Dr. Alex T. Harthill, of Louisville, one 
of the first race track veterinarians to 
follow Dr. Lundvall's lead, last week 
reported a case history in which the victim, 
one of the best 2-year-old fillies of 1956. 
had returned to the races in good form. 


Mrs. William H. Veeneman’s Woodlawn 
(Challenge Me—Jeannie Pie, by Easy 
Mon). winner of the Pollyanna Stakes at 
Arlington Park in June, was quite sore 
after her eighth and last start of the year, 
at Hawthorne on October 1. Foot, ankle, 
and knee X-rays were negative, but when 
the right stifle was X-rayed the film 
revealed a separation in the fibula, just 
below its head. The filly was given as 
complete rest as possible, and in about 6 
weeks all but a small fraction of the 
broken-off shaft had been absorbed. An 
X-ray taken toward the middle of January 
showed a barely visible remainder of the 
shaft. 

Woodlawn made her first start of 1957 
at Gulfstream Park on March 30, against 
a fair-class field of 3-year-old colts and 
fillies, sharing top weight of 117 pounds 
with Pink Velvet. Bill Shoemaker kept 
her close to the pace and sent her to the 
lead in the last furlong, keeping her 
under a drive to beat Pink Velvet by half 
a length. She ran the 6 furlongs in 


Bird to Insect to Horse 


The American Veterinary Medical As- 
sociation last week summarized the re- 
search accomplished to date on equine 
encephalomyelitis, or sleeping sickness. 
The report follows: 


Veterinary research on equine en- 
cephalomyelitis (sleeping sickness) has 
cleared the horse of transmitting the 
disease to man and to other horses. 

Infectious encephalitis in man was 
reported about 50 per cent more prevalent 
in 1956 than in 1955. Horses sick with 
the disease, however, carry the virus in 
such diluted amounts and for such short 
Periods of time that it would be difficult 
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to spread the disease from horse to horse 
or horse to man. 

Earlier research by veterinary authori- 
ties indicated that mosquitoes transmitted 
encephalomyelitis in much the same 
manner as malaria. Virus in the blood 
of an infected animal was picked up by a 
mosquito which then carried it to the next 
animal on which it fed. 

The real source of infective quantities of 
virus, according to the latest research, 
appears to be wild birds. Although in- 
fected birds show no signs of the disease, 
the virus is present at very high concentra- 
tions in their blood. The insect still is 
necessary to transmit the disease from bird 
to bird, bird to horse, or bird to man. 

The disease was confirmed in horses 
during 1955 in Massachusetts, Maryland, 
New Jersey, Delaware, and Alabama. In 
the same states encephalomyelitis was 
confirmed in wild pheasants, indicating 
that the presence of horses in a community 
is less important in the spread of this 
disease than the presence of a susceptible 
bird population. 

Horses and man are innocent bystanders 
that become involved only when the 
disease reaches epidemic proportions in 
the wild bird population of the area. 

Many horse owners in states where the 
disease is prevalent should make a practice 
of having their horses vaccinated annually 
against equine encephalomyelitis. While 
such a vaccination program is advisable to 
protect the individual horse it is ineffective 
as a public health measure for stopping the 
spread of the disease to man. 

The current studies were concerned 
with 2 types of the disease known as 
eastern and western equine encephalomye- 
litis. Both of these types are present in 
the United States with the eastern type 
being the more deadly. A third type, 
known as Venezuelan equine encephal- 
omyelitis, has never been reported in this 
country but South American veterinarians 
report that its virus can be transmitted 
in infectious quantities between horse and 
man by insects.
